Deaths Reach 


38 In Korea 


SEOUL (AP) — The death 
toll in the bloody mutiny by 24 
convicts rose to 38 today and 
five persons were still missing, 
the Defense Ministry reported. 
The ministry said the con­ 
victs 
were 
“special 
military 
prisoners” on Shimli island, in 
the Yellow Sea 15 miles off­ 
shore. 
After killing at least 13 of the 
23 military prison guards on 
the 
island 
Monday, 
they hi­ 
jacked a fishing boat, landed in 
Inchon, and commandeered a 
bus in which they rode to Yong- 
dungpo, an industrial suburb of 
Seoul. The bus ran up on the 
sidewalk, and troops and police 
surrounded it. Firing broke out, 
and 
the escapees 
began ex­ 
ploding grenades. 
The blasts killed 14 convicts 
and 
a 
5-year-old 
girl, 
and 
wounded 
the 
child’s 
mother, 
two other civilians and three of 
the convicts. 
Amid 
the 
initial 
confusion, 
the 
Counter-Espionage 
Oper­ 
ations 
Command 
announced 
that the convicts were North 
Korean agents. This caused the 
U.S. and South Korean military 
forces to go on an alert until 
the report was corrected.

Judge Election 


A special meeting of Rush­ 
ville City Council was convened 
Monday 
noon 
to 
amend 
an 
ordinance concerning the elec­ 
tion of a city judge this fall. 
It was necessary to have this 
meeting on short notice and get 
the matter settled because of 
September 1 deadline, according 
to attorney David Malson. 
The amendment deals with 
qualifications for the office of 
city judge, and the amended 
section now reads: “That Sec­ 
tion Two of said ordinance shall 
be amended in its entirety to 
read as follows: The qualifica­ 
tion for the office of City Judge 
shall be limited and restricted 
to any person who shall have 
been a resident of Rushville, 
Indiana, for at least one vear 
immediately preceding his elec­ 
tion to said office.” 
Until a few years ago. the 
mayor acted as city judge, until 
the 
legislature outlawed this 
practice. Attorney James Fos­ 
ter was elected Rushville’» first 
city judge, heard no cases, and 
resigned within a few months, 
refunding his pay checks. 
The city council passed an 
ordinance 
February 
2, 
1971, 
establishing the office of city 
judge 
beginning 
in 
January, 
1972. The expense of this office 
is included in the budget for 
next year. 
According to the 
amended 
ordinance, 
qualifications 
for 
city judge specify only that it 
be a citizen of Rushville who 
has been a resident for at least 
one year. There are no other 
restrictions. 
At this time there are no 
candidates for city judge, and 
September 1 is the deadline for 
filing.

Dollar Drops Sharply In Europe; 


Red China Raps Nixons Policy 


LONDON (AP) — The U.S. 
dollar weakened sharply in Eu­ 
ropean foreign exchanges today 
but showed increased strength 
in Tokyo as the Japanese gov­ 
ernment again refused to raise 
the value of its money. 
European 
dealers 
reported 
signs of big racney operators 
entering the m arket to unload 
dollars and a downward trend 
for the American money ap­ 
peared to be developing. 
But a dollar-buying spree de­ 
veloped in Tokyo and Ike Bank 
of Japan was forced to shell out 
about $110 million to satisfy de­ 
mand. 
Japan’s acting foreign minis­ 
ter, Toshio Kimura ruled out a 
unilateral increase in the value 
of the yen. He told a news con­ 
ference 
any 
change 
should 
come 
as 
a 
result 
of 
talks 
a m o n g 
leading 
countries 
directly involved in the present 
monetary crisis. 
In Europe, the dollar declined 
in relation to the British pound, 
the French financial franc, the 
Swiss and Belgian francs, the 
Italian lire and the Dutch guil­ 
der. 
If the trend continues, it will 
mean cheaper U.S. imports in 
Europe, one of the goals of 
President Nixon’s new econom­ 
ic policy that cuts the dollar 
loose from gold. 


TOKYO (AP) — Red China’s 
official news agency said today 


President Nixon’s new dollar 
pert icy was an unpopular meas­ 
ure “of U.S. imperialism” and 
has brought about the gravest 
postwar monetary crisis in the 
capitalist world. 
The New China News Agency 
in an English-language broad­ 
cast said “the crisis is still de­ 
veloping.” 
In its first comment on the 
Nixon policy laid down Aug. 15, 
the agency asserted that Nix­ 
on’s measures are meant “ to 
fleece the American working 
people and to shift the worsen­ 
ing U.S. financial and monetary 
as well as economic crises onto 
other countries.” 
“These unpopular measures 
of U.S. imperialism reflect the 
seriousness of the UJS. econom­ 
ic crisis and the decay and de­ 
cline of the entire capitalist 
system,” the agency declared. 
The agency charged that “the 
U.S. monopoly capitalist clique 
is still trying to resort to power 
p o l i t i c s and extraordinary 
measures to maintain the decl­ 
ining position of the dollar em­ 
pire. . . . 
“ Because of the weakness of 
the dollar, its prestige in the in­ 
ternational market has greatly 
sunk,” the agency said. “The 
slightest stir in the air would 
send people dumping the dol­ 
lars and rushing for gold and 
other currencies. The capitalist 
monetary system with the dol­ 
lar as its prop is paralyzed.”

ballot by the Supreme Court— 
because he believed Thieu was 
rigging the election. 
Ky proposed that he and the 
p r e s i d e n t resign simulta­ 
neously, that the chairman of 
the 
Senate 
become 
interim 
president, and that Thieu ar- 
ange a new election within 90 
days. 
This procedure is provided 
for by the constitution, but nu­ 
merous Vietnamese and West­ 
ern observers expected Thieu 
to reject it. They reasoned he 
had already

cession by yielding to Bunker’s 
urging that he direct the Su­ 
preme Court to' put Ky back on 
the ballot, and that was as far 
as he would go.

By P. J. HELLER 
Associated Press Writer 
CHICAGO (AP) — At the age 
of 22, Charles L. Fefferman 1* 
a professor of mathematics at 
the University of Chicago, the 
youngest full professor In the 
history of the school. 
The

in which he 
went directly from junior high 
school into the University of 
Maryland, skipping the normal 
senior high school years. 
The top faculty rank at Chi­ 
cago, conferred upon him this 
month, carries with it lifetime 
tenure. 
University officials said Mon­ 
day that Fefferman, from Sil­ 
ver Spring, Md„ may well be 
the youngest full professor at 
any U.S. college. 
Alberto 
Calderon, 
chairman 
of the mathematics department 
at the university, said Feffer­ 
man is “the best man to have 
appeared in the area of his spe­ 
cialty in the last 10 or 20 
years.” His field is harmonic 
analysis and Fourier series. 
Fefferman 
enrolled 
at 
the 
University of Maryland in 1963 
at the age of 14 after com­ 
pleting 
junior 
high 
school. 
Three years later, he emerged 
with a bachelor of science de­ 
gree. He was also given a high 
school diploma. 
Students lacking high school 
diplomas are normally forbid­ 
den by Maryland law to enter 
state universities. But the fac­ 
ulty at Maryland was so im­ 
pressed with Fefferman that he 
was exempted from the re­ 
quirement. 
Fefferman celebrated his 20th 
birthday in 1969, the same year 
he received his doctorate from 
Princeton. He served as a lec­ 
turer in mathematics at the Ivy 
League 
school 
in 
1970 
and 
joined the Chicago faculty soon 
afterwards. 
He is currently attending a 
'conference at the University of 
Ca’ifornia at Berkeley. From 
there, he says he plans to fly to 
Maryland to visit his father, an 
economist, and his mother, who 
says she “hates mathematics.”

Four towns in Decatur County are ex­ 
pected to benefit in respect to street im­ 
provement through funds from the Indi­ 
ana Arterial Road and Street Board. 
All the streets are a part of the county 
highway system. 
The state board has approved alloca­ 
tion of $88,800 for paving and improve­ 
m ent projects in the four towns. 
In all probability, the county board of 
commissioners will be able to appropriate 
the county’s share in these improve­ 
ments, important to each of the towns 
from gasoline and motor fuel taxes allo­ 
cated to Decatur County. 
Improvements 
through 
Clarksburg 
are: County Road 640N, $8,000; and 
County Road 700E, $18,500. These are 
the main streets passing through Clarks­ 
burg, which gains considerable Lake 
Santee traffic. 
The state board has approved an allo­ 
cation of $11,000 for improvement of 
County Road 650N through St, Paul. 
The allocation for improvement of 
County Road 820S through Millhousen is 
$23,500. 
Westport will gain a state allocation of 
$27,800 for improvement of County Road 
11 OS, which passes alohg Main Street in 
Westport. 
Under the Arterial Road and Street 
Board program, Indiana pays three- 
fourths of the project cost. 
The outlay for Decatur County for the 
five projects will be $22,200 as compared 
to the state allocation of $88,800. 
St. Paul and Westport are incorporated 
towns. Millhousen has a corporation that 
has operated in the past for school pur­ 
poses. Clarksburg is an unincorporated 
town. 
Each of the towns will benefit from the 
street improvement project. Towns have 
thoroughfare problems. The state alloca­ 
tion is designed to be of definite assist­ 
ance to the four towns which have been 
approved for an allocation.

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POLITICAL MASTERS 
The public interest is not the sole 
master of the regulatory agencies of gov­ 
ernment, except in theory. Every regula­ 
tory agency is under the close scrutiny of 
vote-hungry politicians. Over the years, 
the regulatory powers of government 
have grown astronomically. Every time 
politicians sense an advantage in de­ 
manding tighter regulation of an in­ 
dustry the chances are good that a law 
will be passed enlarging the powers of 
responsibilities 
of 
some 
regulatory 
agency. Then it is up to the agency and 
its administrators to carry out the “m an­ 
date” of the lawmakers. W hether the law 
is wise or genuinely in the public interest 
is of no moment. The real master of the 
regulator is the politician. 
The history of the U. S. prescription 
drug industry, during the past ten years, 
furnishes proof of the vicious circle of 
laws and regulations fashioned in a po­ 
litical atmosphere that can gradually 
paralyze research, innovation and the 
initiative upon which scientific progress 
rests. One critic of present regulatory 
policies comments, “the safest decision is 
a negative one, or none at all, for it is 
insurance 
against 
Congressional 
or 
journalistic probing.” The president of 
one of the nation’s major pharmaceutical 
companies makes the further observa­ 
tion” . . . it is much simpler to reject a 
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new drug, or sharply circumscribe Its 
use, than to release it for widespread pre­ 
scribing. Of course, it might also con­ 
ceivably turn up unexpected advantages 
— but that possibility, at least in the 
climate prevailing today, the agency (in 
this case, the Food & Drug Administra­ 
tion) often prefers to forego.” 
It is important that the public face 
squarely the unpleasant truth that in 
m atters of regulation of industry, its 
long-term best interests are sometimes 
subordinated to political pressures. That 
is why too many laws and regulations 
can be killers of progress.

Louis Russell’s Activities Worry 
Heart Switch Patient’s Doctor

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. (A P)— 
The tempo of the “new life” of 
Louis B. Russell Jr. of Indian­ 
apolis, the world’s longest sur­ 
viving heart transplant recip­ 
ient, has his physician worried. 
Three years ago today a team 
of surgeons in Richmond, Va. 
skillfully placed into his chest 
the heart of a slain 17-year-old 
boy. However, the operation has 
not resulted in a vicarious ex­ 
istence for Russell. To the con­ 
trary. 
He’s a full-time teacher, pub­ 
lic speaker and novice politi­ 
cian. He has even endured the 
strain of a Judge at a nude 
beauty contest. 
His latest venture is politics, 
but his physician hopes he los­ 
es his fight for a seat on the 
Indianapolis Unigov Council. 
Russell says the doctor be­ 
lieves a man with a borrowed 
heart in his chest must draw 
the line somewhere. 
The dead boy’s mother and a 
sister and brother joined Rus­ 
sell’s family, friends and as­ 
sorted well-wishers for an open 
house in their stucco home here 
Sunday to celebrate the “birth­ 
day.” 
When 
somebody 
asks 
how 
much time doctors have given 
him to live, Russell fires back 
at them 
the question: 
“How 
much time have doctors given 
you to live?” 
He 
says 
doctors 
have not 
made any concrete predictions. 
“That’s not in their power— 
that’s something for God to de­ 
cide.” 
Russell says he was sobered 


recently by the death of the 
fourth longest living transplant 
recipient—he died after com­ 
pleting almost three years with 
a new heart. 
As far as they can tell, doc­ 
tors expect a “ beautiful future” 
for him, Russell reports. They 
make 
the forecast despite 
a 
smoking habit he hasn’t beaten 
and a few extra pounds around 
his middle.

August 24 has been proclaim ­ 
ed a day of commemoration in 
Indiana for all victims of crim i­ 
nal violence. 
Governor Edgar D. Whitcomb 
issued 
the 
proclamation, 
but 
credit for the idea should go to 
Attorney General Theodore L. 
Sendak. He is to be congratu­ 
lated for the idea. The selected 
date is the first anniversary of 
the death of Hoosier scientist 
Robert Fassnacht, killed in a 
radical-proclaimed bombing at 
the University of Wisconsin. 
At the time of the proclam­ 
ation, Sendak was in Wisconsin 
addressing the mid-west confer­ 
ence of the National A ssocia­ 
tion of Attorneys General. He 
was installed as one of the four 
regional chairmen of the group. 
Sendak 
said: 
“The 
victims 
of crim e and violence are the 
forgotten men and women of our 
society.” 
He 
proved 
his 
point, 
and 
every 
reader should examine 
the questions he posed. Sendak 
said: 
“ Everyone 
knows 
the 
well-publicized names of people 
like 
Rennie 
Davis, 
Angela 
Davis, Abbie 
Hoffman, 
Jerry 
Rubin, and Huey Newton. They 
have been lionized from one end 
of A m erica to the other. Com ­ 
mittees of adulation are form­ 
ed in their behalf; money is 
raised for their defense; their 
propaganda is spread by tax 
exem pt institutions; cam paigns 
are waged to insure the protec­ 
tion of their civil liberties.” 
All have been defendants in 
serious criminal cases. Look at 
• the other side of the coin as 
suggested by Sendak. 
He asked: “How many people 
can tell you the name of the 
Judge whose head was blown 
off outside the court room in 
San Raphael. California . . . the 
nam e 
of 
the 
victim 
in 
the 
Black Panther murder trial in 
New 
Haven, 
Connecticut... 
the nam es of the eight nurses 
murdered by Speck in Chicago 
...or the nam es of the police 
officers who were recently shot 
down in 
the 
streets of New 
York City?” 
Try it, it is an interesting 
test. Frankly, I scored low. I 
was able to name more of the 
individuals now on death row 
than I was of the innocent vic­ 
tims of their crimes. Speaking 
of the victims. Sendak 
said: 
“We have heard little of their 
freedom or their rights, not on­ 
ly to a fair trial, but to life it­ 
self under the American sys­ 
tem of law .” 


Sendak 
told 
the 
Attorneys 
General: 
“The prime purpose 
of government in a free society 
is to maintain the peace in o r­ 
der to insure a regime of free­ 
dom, in order to protect the law- 
abiding citizen 
from 
enem ies 
abroad and criminals at hom e.” 


He pointed to the fact that in 
recent years the role of govern­ 
ment has changed, with growing 
demands to default and aban­ 
don the basic peace - keeping 
functions. The reversal is more 
apparent in the field of crime 
prevention and protection of the 
rights of those accused of crim e. 


Sendak said: “Theorists have 
been busy, in the name of civil 
liberties, creating impediments 
to effective law enforcement, 
and thus making it increasing­ 
ly easy for the twin tyrants... 
perpetrators of crime and per­ 
petrators of revolutionary vio­ 
lence... to invade the liberties 
of all their fellow citizens. As 
one result, public and official 
concern thereby focuses on the 
asserted rights of the criminal 
defendant 
who destroys 
free­ 
dom, and thereby ignores the 
unasserted rights of the victim 
whose 
freedom 
and 
perhaps 
whose life may be destroyed.** 
Stop and think. There are not 
enough fingers on both hands to 
count the 
number of organi­ 
zations, active in Indiana con­ 
cerning themselves ' with those 
accused of or convicted of per­ 
petrating crimes. Included are 
PACE (Private Action in Cor­ 
rectional 
Effort), Civil Liber­ 
ties Union, Ex-Con. It is impos­ 
sible to name a single organi­ 
zation in the state concerned 
with 
aiding 
the 
hapless 
vic­ 
tims of crime. 
Along with the Attorney G en­ 
eral, I join in saying; “It is my 
hope that this somber anniver­ 
sary will serve to rem ind us 
all that a 
prime purpose of 
government is the protection of 
the lives and freedom of all its 
citizens, and not the glorifica­ 
tion of crim inals.” 
According to the best esti­ 


mates, the cost of crime in this 
country exceeds $50 billion a 
year. Less than one penny out of 
every tax dollar is spent on law 
enforcement. Nothing is spent 
to help the 
innocent victim s. 


Serious 
crimes 
nationwide 
have grown eleven times during 
the past decade. Politicians now 
try to encourage us by pointing 
to the fact the current increase 
is “not quite as rapid” as in 
the past.

But he defends his action and 
says he went to the contest be­ 
cause he feels that as a poten­ 
tial 
public official 
he should 
know about all sorts of differ­ 
ent groups in society. 


The attitude of his doctors to­ 
ward 
his 
interest 
in 
politics 
ranges from neutrality to the 
one doctor who said he hopes 
he loses the race (and all the 
activities that go with the posi­ 
tion), according to Russell. 


He also brushes off skeptics 
of the heart transplant opera­ 
tion who point to a mere 10 to 
15 per cent survival rate. Rus­ 
sell says he expects a “ break­ 
through” within the next few 
years which will lead to many 
more of the successful opera­ 
tions. 
He also disagrees with those 
who say it is somehow not right 
to have another person’s organ 
in your body. 
“People 
have 
false 
teeth, 
which they are not born with. 
They also have (im planted) cor­ 
neas, 
skin 
grafts 
and 
blood 
transfusions,” says Russell. 
“These 
are 
ail 
borrowed 
things. Morally, I believe it is 
right (to transplant hearts) and 
I think God accepts it.” 
Russell began thinking about 
a heart transplant for himself 
right after South African Dr. 
Christian 
Barnard 
performed 
the world’s first such transplant 
operation on Louis Washkansky 
on Dee. 3, 1967. 
“I followed it right from the 
beginning because 1 knew 1 had 
heart disease,” he said. 
Dr. Barnard performed that 
operation and a later one on Dr. 
Philip Blaiberg, a retired den­ 
tist, just months after returning 
from 
the 
Richmond 
hospital 
where Russell was later to re­ 
ceive 
his 
heart, 
the 
school 
teacher says. 
Back in 1968, after a series of 
heart attacks over a seven year 
period, 
Russell 
said 
he 
was 
“ pushing m yself off the wall” to 
keep going and finish the school 
year as an industrial arts teach­ 
er. 
A few days after classes end­ 
ed 
he 
was 
hospitalized. 
And 
later that summer, he received 
the 
new 
heart. 
Russell 
was 
home again by Thanksgiving. 
During that first year, four 
different tim es he made return 
trips 
to 
Richmond 
when 
his 
body tried to reject the alien 
heart. Although there have not 
been any more rejection epi­ 
sodes since then, he still takes 
a daily dose of medicine to fight 
the potential rejection. 
Even now there are occasion­ 
al trips to Richmond for check­ 
ups and three tim es a week he 
has an electrocardiogram at his 
local doctor’s office.

School Lunch Programs Said To Be 


Endangered Before School Opens

WASHINGTON (A P) - The 
school 
lunch 
directors 
of 37 
states have accused the D epart­ 
m ent of Agriculture of bringing 
school lunch program s to “ a 
screeching halt” less than a 
month before classes reopen. 


New school lunch regulations 
announced by USDA Aug. 13 
set spending ceilings that are 
“ unequivocally 
inadequate,” 
said the directors. 


If 
the 
regulations 
are 
not 
changed before they are issued 
in final form about Sept. 1, the 
directors said, they will “ result 
in a term ination of program s in 
m any places,” and will “ pre­ 
clude any expansion to reach 
the additional estim ated 3 mil­ 
lion to 5 million hungry chil­ 
dren in A m erica./’ 


The 
directors 
issued 
their 
statem ent Aug. 7, three days 
after Asst. Secretary of Agri­ 
culture 
Richard 
Lyng 
gave 
them a preview of the regu­ 
lations in a speech to the Am er­ 
ican School Food Service Asso­ 
ciation 
convention 
in 
Min­ 
neapolis. 
The regulations place greater 
restrictions on how state school 
lunch directors may spend the 
federal money they get and, the 
directors said, give them less 
to spend. 
In his speech, Lyng said the 
federal governm ent adm inisters 
m ore than $l billion in child nu­ 
trition program s and “ we must 
have discipline if w e're going to 
live within our budgets. 
“ Fiscal discipline is always 
difficult but it is absolutely es­ 
sential,” he said, adding that it 
m ay 
be 
a 
“ gross 
under­ 
statem ent” to say that “ every­ 
one 
will not agree with the 
law .” 
Leaders of antihunger organi­ 
zations said the new regulations 
caught the school lunch direc­ 
tors by surprise. 
Lyng said Monday night it 


would 
be 
“ presumptuous 
to 
com m ent on what we will even­ 
tually do until we get comment 
from them .” The deadline for 
the directors to file their com­ 
ments is Aug. 28. 
The ASFSA would like to see 
100 per cent federal funding for 
all school lunches, Lyng said, 
adding, “ We view the school 
lunch program as a partnership 
between the state and federal 
governm ents, local school dis­ 
tricts and the parents of chil­ 
dren. T hat’s a fundam ental dis­ 
agreem ent 
I 
suppose, 
in the 
concept of the school lunch pro­ 
gram .” 
In a two-page position paper, 
the directors attacked several 
of 
the 
proposed 
new' 
regu­ 
lations, 
including 
an 
average 
lim it of five cents that the fed­ 
eral government wdll pay for 
each 
regular 
school 
lunch 
served, and 30 cents for each 
free or reduced-price lunch for 
needy children. 
Louise 
Frolich, 
field 
coor­ 
dinator for the Food Service 
Association, 
headquartered 
in 
Denver, said federal reim burse­ 
m ent to schools last year aver­ 
aged more than those two fig­ 
ures for each lunch served.
